reope-* for the country's law« and 
institutions. 
It should he our aim 


to make every foreigner a good citi- 
•aen.".

•of the lack of Interest shown by 
the citiiena in- the exercises In pro- 
gress in the opera house, 
referr- 


ing to the empty seats in the house.

OF SEA HORROR 


Tells How He Tried to Avoid 


the Collision. 


SOUGHT TO RUN SHIP ASHORE 


Storstad Two Miles Awsy When Ken- 


dall Fir»t Sighted Her —Answered 
Hit Signal*, but Did Not Changt 
Course — Testimony Before Coroner 
of Sinking of Empress of Ireland. 


Rimousik, Qne.. .Tune 1. — Captaic 


Kendall of the wrecked Empress at 
Ireland, testifying bi>f«rp Coroner Pin- 
nult, told the following story or th« 
sinking of his vessel mid the accom- 
panying loss of 934 lives. 


"Tlie Eii'iprcss tif' Ireland left Que- 


bec at 4:20 p. in.. May 28. After tun 
pilot wns dropped ut Father 'point, 
the weather being clear at the time, 
we proceeded full speed. After passing 
Cock point gas buoy I sighted thu 
steamer Storstad. At that time I saw 
a slight fog bank coming from tint 
land, not knowing it was going be- 
tween the Storstad and myself. The 
Storstad was then about two miles 
away. Then the fog came and tlie 
Storstad's lights disappeared. 


Storstad Answered Warning. 


'I ordered full speed astern on my 


engines and took the 'way off the ship 
so as to stop quick. At the same time 
I blew three short blasts on my whis- 
tle, meaning 'I am going fall speed 
astern.' The Storstad answered with 
the whistle, giving me one prolonged 
blast. 


'I then looked over the side of my 


ship Into the water, and I saw my ship 
was stopped.

Saturday morning Paul Caro, one 


of the men on trial for the killing of 
Antonio Matafiro, ,on the West Side, 
on April 18 last,'went on the wit- 
ness stand in court and testified in 
his own behalf. Caro was a quick ac- 
tor, and the questions asked 
him 


through Mrs. DeMattis, of Altoona, 
were no sooner propounded than Caro 
had an answer ready. He appeared to 
be earnest,and did not hesitate in his 
story. 


Caro Tells His Story. 


Caro described the scene of the 


shooting, and said that on the day 
of the murder he was in the house 
of another Italian; Matafiro and oth- 
er Italians came in; he had some con- 
versation with Peter Lebro. in which 
Lebro displayed anger; went out of 
the house about 2:30 or 3 o'clock, fol- 
lowed by Lebro; Lebro offended him 
by making a statement as to his 
standing in the 
community;

struck Peter across the face with his 
fist; Tony Matafiro.came towards the 
two men and somebody began shoot- 
ing;; Caro backed away and

Caro denied that he had sent Sama- 


ra Borneo to summon Matafiro to a 
conference and gave details of 
the 


shooting in a concise manner, either 
having rehearsed his story or being 
possessed of a quick perception of 
events. He was on the stand at the 
noon adjournment. 


When court convened after dinner, 


one of the jurors, was ill, and as the 
defense desired to have the full jury 
hear the case an adjournment was 
had until this morning.

dred deud bodies lie unidentified here, 
pitiful evidence of the Empress of Ire- 
laud catastrophe. 


TUB bodies of men, women and chil- 


dren are piled iu tiers in two crowded 
pier Sheds. Because of this the work 
of identification is slow and difficult. 
Not more than a dozen bodies have 
been sent awuy. 


Women with diamonds glittering on 


lingers and ears, indicative of wealth, 
ute piled indiscriminately beside the 
bodies of griiuy stokers and stewards. 
Aiauy children are stretched out as 
pea, efmly as if asleep, while scores of 
men and woiuou stare with unseeing 
eyes. 


More bodies were expected with the 


arrival of the government steamers 
Evelyn and Eureka,, which have beep 
searching constantly for more of th. 
victims. Somewhere either in the shat 
tip.il hull of the great liner or rlsin 
to the surface of the St. Lawrence ui 
probably two dead bodies for every 
oue which has been recovered. 


Here on the spot, with so much 


tragic evidence in sight, with tales Oi 
the sm-vi,-ji-s iu one's ears, it i» im 
jossibie for the moment to realize thi 
cumpletciiess of the catastrophe. Tliost. 
who came alive otit of the icy water 
hose who were uot buttered to pieCw 
by flying debris \>r straiifrlecl in tin 
lust mad struggle as tlie doomed shi];

One meets men and women, the only 


survivors of whole families, who are 
almost'dumb and who do not yet ap- 
preciate the full weight of the sorrow 
that mis come to them. They huve 
for the moment been niiwlfully stun- 
ned by the immensity of the- disaster. 


Officials Work Unceasingly. 


Officials of the Canadian 1'acilic rail- 


way was working unceasingly ciirin.ij 
for the survivors, endeavoring to make 
Ideufitlcations of the dead and to re- 
cover more bodies. Ou tlu> river three 
boats cruise around the spot where the 
Empress lius over 100 feet deep.

OF SEA HORROR 


Tells How He Tried to Avoid 


the Collision. 


SOUGHT TO RUN SHIP ASHORE 


Storstad Two Miles Awsy When Ken- 


dall Fir»t Sighted Her —Answered 
Hit Signal*, but Did Not Changt 
Course — Testimony Before Coroner 
of Sinking of Empress of Ireland. 


Rimousik, Qne.. .Tune 1. — Captaic 


Kendall of the wrecked Empress at 
Ireland, testifying bi>f«rp Coroner Pin- 
nult, told the following story or th« 
sinking of his vessel mid the accom- 
panying loss of 934 lives. 


"Tlie Eii'iprcss tif' Ireland left Que- 


bec at 4:20 p. in.. May 28. After tun 
pilot wns dropped ut Father 'point, 
the weather being clear at the time, 
we proceeded full speed. After passing 
Cock point gas buoy I sighted thu 
steamer Storstad. At that time I saw 
a slight fog bank coming from tint 
land, not knowing it was going be- 
tween the Storstad and myself. The 
Storstad was then about two miles 
away. Then the fog came and tlie 
Storstad's lights disappeared. 


Storstad Answered Warning. 


'I ordered full speed astern on my 


engines and took the 'way off the ship 
so as to stop quick. At the same time 
I blew three short blasts on my whis- 
tle, meaning 'I am going fall speed 
astern.' The Storstad answered with 
the whistle, giving me one prolonged 
blast. 


'I then looked over the side of my

his own behalf. Caro was a quick ac- 
tor, and the questions asked 
him 


through Mrs. DeMattis, of Altoona, 
were no sooner propounded than Caro 
had an answer ready. He appeared to 
be earnest,and did not hesitate in his 
story. 


Caro Tells His Story. 


Caro described the scene of the 


shooting, and said that on the day 
of the murder he was in the house 
of another Italian; Matafiro and oth- 
er Italians came in; he had some con- 
versation with Peter Lebro. in which 
Lebro displayed anger; went out of 
the house about 2:30 or 3 o'clock, fol- 
lowed by Lebro; Lebro offended him 
by making a statement as to his 
standing in the 
community;

dred deud bodies lie unidentified here, 
pitiful evidence of the Empress of Ire- 
laud catastrophe. 


TUB bodies of men, women and chil- 


dren are piled iu tiers in two crowded 
pier Sheds. Because of this the work 
of identification is slow and difficult. 
Not more than a dozen bodies have 
been sent awuy. 


Women with diamonds glittering on 


lingers and ears, indicative of wealth, 
ute piled indiscriminately beside the 
bodies of griiuy stokers and stewards. 
Aiauy children are stretched out as 
pea, efmly as if asleep, while scores of 
men and woiuou stare with unseeing 
eyes. 


More bodies were expected with the 


arrival of the government steamers 
Evelyn and Eureka,, which have beep 
searching constantly for more of th. 
victims. Somewhere either in the shat 
tip.il hull of the great liner or rlsin 
to the surface of the St. Lawrence ui 
probably two dead bodies for every 
oue which has been recovered. 


Here on the spot, with so much 


tragic evidence in sight, with tales Oi 
the sm-vi,-ji-s iu one's ears, it i» im 
jossibie for the moment to realize thi 
cumpletciiess of the catastrophe. Tliost. 
who came alive otit of the icy water 
hose who were uot buttered to pieCw 
by flying debris \>r straiifrlecl in tin 
lust mad struggle as tlie doomed shi]; 
took lier Husil plunge, are us people 
bait insensible. 


One meets men and women, the only 


survivors of whole families, who are 
almost'dumb and who do not yet ap- 
preciate the full weight of the sorrow 
that mis come to them. They huve 
for the moment been niiwlfully stun- 
ned by the immensity of the- disaster. 


Officials Work Unceasingly. 


Officials of the Canadian 1'acilic rail- 


way was working unceasingly ciirin.ij 
for the survivors, endeavoring to make 
Ideufitlcations of the dead and to re- 
cover more bodies. Ou tlu> river three 
boats cruise around the spot where the 
Empress lius over 100 feet deep. 


Dozens of. the bodies are wholly 


unclad, otherf are draped only in the 
few scant garments which were worn 
when tlie victims escaped from the 
ship.

Senate Resolution Calls on Attorney 


General for Views. 


A resolution calling upon the at- 


torney general of the United States, 
to inform senate if the combination 
of railroad lines comprising theNew 
York Centra] system is in violation 
of the Sherman anti-truat law was 
Introduced in the senate Thursday, 
jy Senator Norris (Rep.,) of Ne- 
jraska.
